She escaped unhurt. The man, who 
was a miserable looking object, was 
immediately seized by several police- 
men and taken to the Windsor police 
station.

Many persons, and especially ladies, 
think that when a letter is written and 
placed in the drop-box at the post office, 
the work is over and all that has to be 
done is for the post-master to cancel the 
stamp, place itin a mail sack and send it 
to the post office to where it is directed. 
It seems simple enough to those who are 
not acquainted with the workng of a large 
post office. But few of the citizens of this 
city have an idea of the -growth of the 
postal business here within the past six 


ade] months. Within this time the mail mat- 


ter has more than doubled in volume, and 

now, instead of sending out from two to 

three thousand letters a day, from six to 
SEVEN UHOUSAND 

go out, not including the news papers and 

other. matter. To the unthinking this 

would not seem strange. But when it is 


investigated it will be seen that the city 

122 more rapidly than any place in 
a State, and is in a more prosperons 
condition than any of them, even those of 
twice or three times the size. When it is 
said that the post office here—in a city of 
about sixteen thousand inhabitants, paid 
into the Treasury at Washington last 
year, two thousand dollars more than the
